THF  FAMILY  NAME  DAVI8  (from  David  -  ■well-be- 
loved"),  is  found  in  many  variations:  Davis,  Davies, 
Davidson,  Dawes,  Dawson,  Dawkes,  Dawkins,  Dawkinson, 
Dayes,  Dayson,  Dakin  -  and  though  of  ancient  stand¬ 
ing  in  Wales,  only  scarcely  appears  in  England  be¬ 
fore  the  Conquest. 

Of  all  of  these  families,  so  far  as  we  are  aware, 
no  record  has  yet  been  compiled  to  show  our  branches 
of  the  many  Davis  families*  We  say  many  Davis  fam¬ 
ilies,  for  though  the  early  records  are  quite  clear 
as  to  BARNABAS  DAVIS,  SON  OF  JAMES,  and  we  know  he 
was  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  New  England,  we 
learn  also  that,  there  were  other  Davis  families  re¬ 
presented  in  the  early  American  pioneers,  with  the 
ti*es  between  many  of  them  unknown*  Thus,  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  tracing  one  particular  Davis  family  in  Amer¬ 
ica  beoomes  very  complex.  Indeed  in  some  oases,  im¬ 
possible  of  solution,  for  at  about  the  same  time 
that  BARNABAS  DAVIS  oame  to  America  there  were  at 
least  four  other  early  Davis  family  settlers: 

James  Davis;  b.  about  1554;  to  New 
England  about  1634;  Hampton,  1638; 
Haverhill,  1646.

Nevertheless,'  we  have  endeavored  as  beat  we 
oould  to  follow  the  various  lines  of  DESCENDANTS 
OF  BAHNABA8  DAVIS,  SON  OF  JAMES  -  a  work  of  mere 
search  and  compilation  -  and  aleo,  we  have  at¬ 
tempted  to  contact  the  many  now  living  for  in¬ 
formation  pertinent  to  continuation  of  the  gen¬ 
ealogy  -  a  process  slower  of  accomplishment  but 

far  more  interesting  and  human, 

» 

The  numbering  and  arrangement  axe  those  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  New  England  Historic  Genealogio&l 
Society,  the  numbering,  however,  being  presently 
applied  only  to  the  male  lines.  The  reference 
mark  signifies  that  this  line  is  continued 
under  the  number  assigned. 

To  make  the  reading  more  interesting,  only  a 
few  abbreviations  are  used;  also,  In  order  not  to 
clutter  up  the  text  with  many  references,  which 
often  makes  reading  unattrao tive,  references  axe 
grouped  after  each  family.  A  complete  bibliogra¬ 
phy  will  follow. 

That  there  are  errors,  there  can  be  little  doubt 
those  brought  to  our  attention  will  be  corrected 
with  appreciation. 

If  interested  in  heraldry,  we  find  that  of  all 
the  Davis  coats  of  arms,  that  of  Northamptonshire, 
England,  is  the  one  moot  widely  used.  It  io  de-

Bacnabaa  Davie,  (called  Barnaby  in  some  rsoorda.)^ 
the  progenitor  of  this  branch  of  the  many  Davis 
families,  was  b  in  England  about  1599*  He  came  to 
America  from  Tewkesbury #  En gland,  in  July,  1635,;  in 
the  ship  "Blessing, K  and  gave  his  aga  at  that  time 
as  36  yeari  Settling  in  Charlestown ,  Maas*,  the 
records  Hot  him  aa  a  tallow  chandler,  or  a  maker 
of;  and  dealer  In,  tallow  candles*  He  was  in  the 
employ  of  John' and  William  Woodcock,  when  he  made 
several  journey a  to  Connecticut,  and  in  1640/1,  he 
brought  suit  against  them  for  wages*  He  mentioned 
a  b  r  other,  F  <j  ad‘  j  ,  i  n  En  g  land, 

Barnabas  Davis  owned  considerable  real  estate  for 
hie  time,  the  records  showing  eeveral  transactions. 
On  8  Jan,  1643/4*  he  we.*  granted  two  acres  on  Lo  • 
Viill  g  Island,  in  1650,  bo  was  at  "the  division  of 
wood  and  commons  on ,  the  Mj  stick  aide,"  On  4  Apr, 
1659,  he  deposed  that  he  was  then  about  60  years 
oia.  Six  years  later  he  purchased  from  John  Cutler 
■three-fourths  of  an  acre  in  Eastfield,  on  the  side 
of  Bunker  Hill,  which  was  bounded  southwest  by  a 
highway  through'  a  field;  or:  the  southeast  by  F  Low 
den;  on  the  northwest  by  N,  Hutcheson;  and  on  the 
northeast  by  hie  own  property,  with  "a  cartway  to 
be  provided  for  Cutler  through  this  lot  and  part  of 
the  Davis  lot  on  the  southeast,  or  marsh,  side."

According  to  the  town  hook,  Barnabas  Davis  was 
required  to  make  llj  poles  of  fence  in  Eaatfield  in 
1667/8.  On  24-.Deo,  1678,  but  not  recorded  until 
1685,  he  deeded  to  his  son  Nathaniel  'one -half  of 
the  house  and  land  I  bought  of  Mv  Smith  in  exchange 
for  land  he  bought  of  Smith  where  my  eon  now  dwell- 
eth,  and  the  leanto  adjoining  arid  a  even  feet  of 
land  backward  for  a  ladder  to  the  leanto. "  Witnesses 
to  this  were  Richard  and  Jonathan  Kettle  and  Law¬ 
rence  Dowse. 

In  1681,  he  was  granted  ’’two  commons,11  and  the 
following  year  he  sold  to  Thotnae  Pearee  three  acres 
bounded  on  the  south  by  the  Mystic  river;  on  the 
west  by  WildredgeJs  hill;  on  the  noi  th  by  range;  on 
the  west  by  driftway;  and  on  the  east  and  south  by 
Thomaa  Pearse.  He  deeaed  to  hie  son  Hopewell,  in 
1683,  "the  other  part  of  the  estate,"  bounded  south 
and  southeast  by  a  street;  northwest  by  Crooked  lane; 
northeast  by  garden  arid  house  of  Nathaniel  Davis; 
southwest  by  Lawrence  Dowse,  Barnabas,  then  about  74 
years  of  age,  wa3  given  "liberty  to  occupy  the  lean^ 
to. "  There  was  a  grant  of  three  end  one  half  acres 
in  1685,  bounded  east  and  south  by  two  pole  way; 
southwest  by  T.  Creswell;  west  and  north  by  John 
Foedlok,  To  Marble  and  A.  Fowle;  and  northeast  by 
Lidia  Marshall. 

With  his  sons  Nathaniel  and  Hopewell,  and  Patience, 
five  acres  "on  the  Mystic  aide”  ware  deeded  to  Thomas 
Willis  in  1685  (recorded  1694/5),  bounded  southwest 
by  Prattle*  s  marsh;  northeast  by  Sprague' s  marsh 
“now  of  Lawrence  Dowse* a  children  and  3^  Switzer," 
with  a  highway  running  through  the  northeast  aide. 

The  inventory  of  Barnabas  Davis  was  sworn  to  15 
Feb,  1685/6,  amounting  to  96  pounds.  He  d,  either  27, 
or  20,  Nov,  16Q5,  "ae  about  86  years  " 

Elizabeth  Davis,  perhaps  first  wife  of  Barnabas, 
was  admitted  to  the  church  in  Charlestown,  Mass.,  8 
Jan,  1635,  His  second  wife,  Patience,  d,  15  Nov,  1690, 
ae  87  years,  outliving  Barnabas  by  about  five  years.

Nathaniel  Davis  by  trade  was  a  glazier  and  a  saw¬ 
yer.  LiKe  his  father,  he  handled  considerable  real 
estate  for  his  time,  Charlestown  records  showing 
that  in  1678  he  bought  of  Matthew  Smith,  Sr,,  land 
which  was  bounded  on  the  northwest  by  a  street,  43,, 
northeast  by  Matthew  Smith;  southwest  by  house  and 
ground  of  Nathaniel  Davis,  rear  31  feet.  The  same 
year  there  was  a  transaction  "to  and  of  Barnabas 
Davie  (ref,  J.Melvln),"  and  in  1685  "with  Barnabas 
Davis  to  Thomas  Willis, n  In  1690,  he  was  listed  in 
Ch'arleatown  as  "one  of  the  constables,"  In  1693, 
with  Thomas  Russell,  M,  Watkins  and  P*  Russell,  to

He  had  a  legacy  from  Alexander  Mitchell  in  1717/8, 
To  his  son  Zechariah,  in  1721,  he  deeded  one-half 
wood-lot,  whole  13j  acres  "first  division  Mystic 
side,  No.  50,  between  R*  Long  and  B*  Wilson*"  Also,

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four  and  one-half  acres  and  four  and  one-half  acres 
more  enclosed  with  others  by  Jonathan  Green,  second 
division,  No^‘,50.  The  next  year  (ref.  R.  Foster,  Jr* ) 
he  deeded  to  Joseph  Hopkins  three-fourths  of  an  aore

In  1734,  hie  neighbors  were  listed  as  Rebecca  Cen¬ 
ter,  Elizabeth  Miller  and  Elizabeth  Lewis*  He  left 
a  house  bounded  on  the  east  by  a  cow  lane,  35;  west 
by  Eben  Rand3e  land,  fenced  to  Bow  street;  north¬ 
west  by  Bow  street,  20  feet  9;  and  north  by  Mrs, 
Grantee  land,  fenced. 

His  wife,  Mary  (Converse)  Davis,  was  admitted  to 
the  church  at  Charlestown,  Mass.,  15  Apr,  1677.  Wy¬ 
man  states  that  one  daughter  lived  at  Marblehead, 
Mass.,  who  m„  in  1734.

Hopewell  Davis  was  in  the  Narraganset  war  in  1676* 

In  1677,  he  bought  one  and  one-half  acres  of  land 
from  Jonathan  Bunker,  and  in  1679  (recorded  in  1681) 
he  bought  of  R.  Lowden  one-half  acre  bounded  north 
and  east  by  Hopewell  Davis;  south  by  Jacob  Green; 
and  west  by  a  field  highway.  He  had  a  real  estate 
transaction  with  his  father  Barnabas  in  1663,  and 
in  1685,  with  his  father,  to  Willis* 

The  heire  of  Hopewell  Davis,  viz:  T«  Palmer  and 
wife,  and  Eleanor  Davis,  gave  a  quit  claim  deed  to 
their  father *s  estate  to  John  Davis  in  1719.

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185R  when  he  had  "four  aorou,  ono  oommon,1’  and  when 
ha  waa  in  &  transaction  with  Barnabas  Davis  to  one 
Willi  Go  He  wao'ln  Goitu&te  in  1673  ‘’when  ho  had 
lands  in  the  Conihauuet  laid  out,"  and  in  1675  when 
he  "sold  a  house  In  Charlestown.  " 

James  Davis  and  wife  sold  to  Ha  Green,  in  1693/4, 
14  acres  woods,  second  division,  bounded  on  tho 
north  by  Myotic  bridge;  north  and  south  by  Carter; 
couth  by  John  Cutler;  eaat  by  Joseph  Kettle;  and 
west  by  E.  Wilson.  And;  in  1715.  as  reoorded  on  p. 
63  of  the  town  book,  ho  sold  to  H.  Phillips  "four 
acres  woodo  ho.  1S6,  north  aide  Medford  river."

Previous  to  his  marriage,  Jonah  Davis  purchased 
the  house  in  Marlborough,  N.H. ,  into  which  he  moved 
with  his  bride  on  hie  wedding  day,  and  which  they 
made  their  home  during  his  life;  his  widow  oc¬ 
cupied  the  house  as  late  as  1881, 

Daniel  Davis  was  a  shoemaker.  He  learned  his 
trade  from  Walter  Gates  in  Marlborough,  having 
"bought  hi  a  time"  of  his  father  at  the  age  of  18. 

On  reaching  the  age  of  31,  he  found  himself  in 
debt  to  the  amount  of  £300,  on  account  of  sickness. 
Having  in  a  few  years  mastered  hie  trade,  he  paid 
off  thie  indebtedness  by  hia  earnings  and,  with 
only  a  email  sum  in  his  purse,  he  made  hia  way  on 
foot  seeking  employment.  With  hia  tools  and  all 
hia  earthly  goods  strapped  up  in  his  leather  apron, 
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he  reached  Cambridge,  Maes,,  where  he  engaged  to 
work  at  hie  trade  for  three  months  for  Enoch  Train, 
a  custom  boot  and  shoe  manufacturer,  Mr.  Train  en¬ 
gaged  him  for  a  terra  of  three  years,  but  before  tha 
term  had  expired.  Train  was  appointed  high  sheriff 
of  Middlesex  County,  and  tha  charge  of  the  county 
jail  devolved  upon  him;  but,  on  account  of  his 
other  frequent  calls  to  other  offloial  duties, 
this  charge  was  entrusted  to  Jonah  Davis,  who  served 
him  in  this  capacity  during  the  remainder  of  the 
term. 

At  the  expiration  of  three  years,  Jonah  Davie  re¬ 
turned  to  Marlborough  and  entered  into  partnership 
with  his  former  master  in  the  business  of  ouBtom 
boot  and  shoe  making.  About  1815,  they  ereoted  "the 
little  red  shop,”  (still  standing  in  1881),  on  the 
corner  near  the  library  building;  and  here,  for 
more  than  40  years,  early  and  late,  Jonah  Davis 
drove  his  pegs  and  drew  the  wax-ends  and  worked 
faithfully  at  his  humble  calling. 

His  habits  of  industry,  eoonomy  and  order  were 
remarkable,  and  exerted  a  marked  and  salutary  in¬ 
fluence  In  the  community.  He  was  a  man  of  decided 
convictions  and  held  his  political  and  religious 
opiona  with  no  uncertain  grasp.  He  was  uncompromis¬ 
ing  in  his  adherence  to  principle  and  rights  and 
was  true  to  his  political,  religious  and  temperance 
principles,  even  when  it  coat  alienation  of  friends 
to  be  so. 

As  a  citizen,  he  was  always  interested  in  the 
cause  of  education,  temperance  ard  whatever  per¬ 
tained  to  the  welfare  of  the  town  and  village,  of¬ 
ten  suggesting  improvements  and  aiding  in  their  sum¬ 
mation.  He  first  suggested  the  location  of  tha  pre¬ 
sent  oemitary  and  was  aotive  in  having  the  tract  of 
land  sex  apart  for  its  present  use.  His  interest  in 
civio  and  religious  matters  was  made  manifest  also 
by  his  subsor iptiona  to  auoh  items  as  painting  the 
meeting-house,  purchasing  a  new  bell  for  same  end 
for  erecting  a  new  churoh.  He  was  appointed  post¬ 
master  4  July,  1826,  and  was  town  moderator  for 
seven  years  between  1630  and  1837,  arid  Was  town 
treasurer  for  five  years. 

Yes,  Jonah  Davis  was  a  shoemaker,  but  he  deserved 
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to  be  classed  among  the  beat«  He  was  one  that  used 
to  attend  etrlotly  to  bueinesa,  Well-informed  and 
social,  Btill**he  allowed  no  loiterer  to  hand  around 
hie  ahcp,  The  young  that  oame  in  were  wont  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  best  of  advice  and  were  encouraged  to  be 
faithful  in  school  and  dutiful  at  home.  He  was  de¬ 
scribed  ae  "a  man  of  mental  strength,  good  judgment 
and  emulous  to  do  good  as  he  had  opportunity."  Hi# 
wife  was  known  as  "a  woman  of  remarkably  good  com¬ 
mon  senes  and  generous  feeling." 

At  the  Centennial  Celebration  of  Marlborough,  the 
Rev.  Wallingford  presented  a  68-verae  poem  in  which 
both  Jonah  Davie  and  hie  wife  were  publicly  recog¬ 
nised.

John  Holden  was  held  captive  by  the  Indians  in 
Canada  for  one  year  and  10  months.  He  served  in  the 
campaign  against  the  Indians  in  1734,  under  Captain 
William  Tyng,  as  we  learn  from  the  petition  of  hia 
son  Caleb  to  the  General  Court  in  1773,  setting 
forth  the  above  fact,  and  that  John  Holden  was  sub¬ 
sequently  entitled  to  one  right  in  the  township 
granted  Tyng’s  command,  whioh  township,  Upon  estab¬ 
lishment  of  the  line  between  Massachusetts  and  New 
Hampshire,  fell  in  the  latter  province  and  was  lost 
to  the  grantees.  Caleb  was  then  of  Deerfield,  and 
named  as  other  heirs  Amos,  Isaiah,  Nehemiah  and 
David  Holden,  Sarah  Hartwell,  Rachel  Gould  and  Hannah 
Blood.  The  General  Court  of  Resolve  25  June,  1773, 
granted  these  heirs  400  acres  to  be  laid  out  4n  any 
of  the  unappropriated  lands  of  the  province,  121 
acres  were  laid  out  to  them  at  the  northwest  corner 
of  grants  to  Ross  and  Hezekiah  Wyman,  and  40  acres 
in  Charmont,  bounded  easterly  on  the  river.

"lately  an  inhabitant  of  Pepperell."  In  the  record 
of  a  deed  dated  13  Oct,  1760,  in  which  he  and  bio 
wife,  Abigail,  join  in  conveying  to  Neheaiah  Holden 
58  acree  in  Shirley,  with  a  small  dwelling  house  on 
the  property,  he  is  described  aa  of  North  No.  3, 

New  Hampshire.  It  is  quite  possible  that  "New  Hamp¬ 
shire"  is  a  mistake  for  Hampshire  county,  in  which 
Colrain  was  known  as  Boston  No.  3,  "North  No.  3" 
was  Westmoreland,  N.H.,  which  in  1753  was  regranted 
by  New  Hampshire  as  Great  Meadows.  In  1769,  he  again 
appears  as  selling  land  in  Shirley,  and  again  is 
described  as  "of  No.  3  N.H.,"  but  at  that  date  he 
was  undoubtedly  a  resident  of  Shelburne,  which  was 
formerly  a  part  of  Deerfield,  for  he  that  year  ob¬ 
tained  Judgment  against  John  Gilson  of  Sunderland 
for  an  unpaid  note  dated  1  Deo,  1769.

.  Hie  early  autumn  of  1746,  the  Duke  d* Anvil le,  in 
command  of  a  French  fleet,  threatened  Hoe  ton,  and  the 
militia  from  the  country  to  the  number  of  8,000  men 
were  summoned  for  the  defense  of  the  capital.  The  Gor¬ 
ton  company,  commanded  by  Captain  William  Lawrence,  re 
apondqd,  and  in  its  ranks  was  Amos  Holden. 

In  the  Gorton  company  oommanded  by  Captain  Henry  Has¬ 
kell,  Prescott's  regiment,  which  responded  to  the  Lex¬ 
ington  Alarm,  19  Apr,  1775,  were  Amos  Holden  and  his 
son  Amos.
